CROSSROADS OF 
NATIONAL DUTY. 

In moving the second reading Sir 
James Lougheed delivered an eloquen 
and closely-argued address. He said 
there were crucial times in his- 





tory of every state when the Gotern-} 


ment was called upon to adopt extra- 
ordinary measures for the preserva- 
tion of the state. ‘‘We have arrived 
at the crossroads of national duty 
and public indifference,’” he said. 
“This is one of the occasions on 
which the Government has to forego 
considering what may be the popular 
will and to determine a grave ques- 
tion as to what the interests of the 
state require, regardless of what may 
bo the consequences to the political 
fortunes of the Government.” There 
was, he said, nothing more illogical 
than the voluntary system of enlisting 
soldiers for the defence of a country, 
Such a system placed a premium on 
want of manly courage and threw up- 
on the man who was loyal to his 
country the duty of jeopardizing his 
life that recreancy and cowardice 
might be protected.’ He argued that 
the duty of defending the state rested 
on every citjzen of the state, and tlyt 
the government was called upon to 
Pronounce upon the justice of a con- 


flict and upon the duty of the citizen rf 


in the premises, 

To talk of a referendum at the pres- 
ent timo, Sir James asserfod, did vio- 
lence to every instinct of defence.

250,000 Aliens 
Take Papers 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—More 
than a quarter of a million aliens in 
the United States have taker out their 


first citizenship papers since March 1.}. 


according to figures compiled by the 
‘Bureau of Naturalization of the De- 
partment of Labor. 


The rast majority of. these, _ it ‘is 


|} said, ‘made application after the entry 
‘| of the United States into ‘the! war, 


and representative men of all nation- 
alities have taken the step in- order 
that ‘they might enlist in the army, 
The fact that the selective conscription 
law makes aliens who have taken out 
their first papers, other than alien en- 
emies, linble to military service has 
not deterred those seeking citizenship. 

- Prior to the severance of diplomatic 
relations between the United States 
and Germany, which preceded the de- 
claration of war by two months, the 
normal rate at which aliens were ap- 
plying for their first papera was 17,000 
a month. Since then the rate has 
jumped to 60,000 a month. 

In the period betuden Feb. 3, when 
Count von, Bernstorff was handed his 
Passports, and April 6, when war was 
declared, most of those applying were 
of German birth, and many of them 
frankly gave as their reasons the cer- 
tainty that war was coming and the 
fear that they would be: herded ‘into 
internment camps if they retained 
their status of alens. 

RUSH INCREASES. 

Subsequently the rush extended to 
other aliens, many of whom, it is snid, 
had sought enlistment in the army. 
The applications, of many of them, 
officials of the bureau say, carried the 


.} endorsement of army reeruiting offi- 
a} cers. 


Although those “not Germans, who 
took out their papers prior to June 5, 
the’ date of ‘the registration for the 
army, madc 
themselves liable to service under the 
conscription, those who took out their 
papers subsequent to that date can- 
not be held under the law, though 
Many are availing themselves of _the 
privilege of enlisting. 

A farther step toward amending the 
law so as to make all aliens, other 
than enemy aliens, including even 
those who have not taken out their 
first papers, subject to the draft was 
taken when the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee met and. referred to 
a sub-committee the McCumber reso- 
Intion. 

AGREEMENT WITH ALLIES 


This resolution, after reciting the 
extent to which exemption of those 
aliens has operated to the disadvan- 
tage of those communities with large 
alien populations, requests the Presi- 
dent to undertake negotiations with 
all countries allied with Ahe 
States in the war against the Central 
Powers whereby citizens of those coun- 
tries resident in the United States 
may be conscripted into the American 
army.

Five Thousand clusaune ot faeaie at Toronto Win-The-War Conven- 
tion Demand Speedy Enicrcement of Conscription With

** TORONTO, Aug. 3.—There was a 
fine, broad spirit in the win-thewar 
convention yesterday, especially in the 
evening’ meeting,’ when 5,000 people 
testified their practical unanimity on 
the questions of national or coalition 
government during the war, and the 
conscription of men and resources for 
the success “of our arms, and the pre 
servation of our national life and lib- 
erties. be 


What was arrived at yesterday was 
the necessity, sufficiently clear, that 
if there is to be a union war gorern- 
ment, then all who believe in conscrip- 
tion and the maintenance of our forces 
at the front must co-operate in the 
choice and clection of candidates who 
will be pledged to these issues and 
nothing else. 

_ As Mr. Rowell said, some people on 
both sides are more anxious to beat 
their political opponents than to beat

ents, 

The presence of Sir William Hearst,

ment and opposition, are striving to 
support adequately the man who hare 
gone forth and served their country so 
bravely, so nobly and so well.

A FORECAST OF THE WORK 
In the notices of motion handed in 
were resolutions which will come be- 
fore the Resolutions Committee © in 
brief, as follows:

That six business men and repre- 
sentatives of farmers and labor be in- 
cluded in. the Government;

SOMETHING ABOUT YPRES, 


The Belgian Town That Has Taken 
a Place in Our History, / 
Although Canadians Propounce 
the word “Ypres” 30’ many ways’ 
that-it°is no}: always possible “to 
Identify what is meant, the town hax 





























nevertheless passed-into our history. 
It will be remombered in thousands 
of Canadian families through many 
a generation because so many. of our 
men suffered'and fought and died 
ere. : 
The Uttle Belgian town of Ypres 
is sure enough of a piace in history: 
but, In Canada, at any rate, it will 
always be speciclly sure of it under 
a name which no cloth worker of 
Flandera ever heard, and would cer- 
tainly never recognize. The “Tom- 
my,"’ who for over two ‘years bas 
held up the German forces round the 
famous Ypres salient, insists, on call- 
ing it “Wipers,” ind the came bas 
“taken on,” as ho would say. It 
traveled: over to Englitnd, and 
“Wipers” began somehow to be as- 
sociated with “hot corners.” The 
Dresent Prime Minister, In the course 
Of one of his speeches, some taonths 
ago, alluded to the place by this 
name, and “Wipers” It is likely to re- 
matin, and as ‘‘Wipers” it is likely to 
be discussed for many. years, 
Curiously enough, it {s not the 
Grst entry of Ypres into the English 
language in this,’ or at any rate a 
similar, form; for ft was in the looms

world’s market for cloth. More than 
4,000 looms were kept busy in. the 
town in those days, and. merchants 
from far and near attended Its great 
cloth mart. The population then 
numbered over 200,00. It was, in- 
deed, to tho Introduction of cloth- 
making, towards the end of the 
Eleventh Century, that Ypres owed 
all Its subsequent prosperity. 

Towards the end of the fourteenth 
century, however, popular uprisings 
and an ocean of other troubles dealt 
hardly with the city. The population 
began to dwindle, the weavers; on 
whom the prosperity of the town 
largely depended, began to migrate, 
and when the student of history 
takes note of Ypres, say towards tho 
end of the sixteenth century, he finds 
it a lttle place of not’ more than 
6,000 Inhabitants,

FIGHT NAVAL 
GUNNERS LOST 


LONDON, Aug. 4.—KEight naval 
gunners were lost when the American 
tank steamer Montana was sank by a 
submarine.

M. Rosny, tevealed one fact espe- 
clally by bis review, and that was the 
versatility of his ‘own scholarabip. 
Whether he was abowing the stand- 
ing of the United Kingdom® in’ the 
realm of natural science, of philoso- 
phy, of Uterature, of exploration, or 
of colonizing, be showed himself 
familiar with all the great ‘British 
Ogures in these branches of activity. 
When, therefore, M. Rosny depre- 
cated Intellectual isolation, he de- 
Precated a shortcoming to which he, 
at any rate, need not confess.

CONTRACTS , FOR TWO SHIPS. _ 

In order to assist communicagion 
between Eastern and Western\Can- 
ada throngh the Panama Canal the 
Dominion Government decided to ca 
tablish a line of vessels, and have al- 
ready let contracts: for two ships of 
the auxiliary schooner type. This 
atarted the acti¥ity, and contracts 
amounting to $18,000,000 had been let 
up to a few weeks ago. Since. then 
announcement has been made by the 
Imperial Munitions Board of the let- 
ting of contracts for a further twenty- 
seven wooden steamers’in this pro- 
vince. The total program = of ‘con- 
struction now amounts to $27,000,000. 

Of the original ten auxiliary 
schooners six were to built at the Wal- 
lace shipyards at North Vancouver 
4and four at the Cameron-Genoa yards 
at Victoria. Also at the Wallace yards 
there were to be byilt three steel 
steamera of the ‘‘war dog’’ type, once 
(| of. which has already been launched. 
These steel ships cost about $650,000 
each.

“The first one ts mere- 
ly to reinstate in the act a clause 
which was in it as ‘passed by this 
House and which was struck out by 
the Senate. That clause provided 
that for an offence under the act the 
Party accused could be tried elther 
at the place whence he sent thatsli- 
quor, The Senate amended the bill 
by striking out the provision permit- 
ting of a charge belng brought 
against a person in.the Province Into 
which the liquor was sent, 

The second provision authorizes 
the selzure of liquors in connection 
with charges made of violation of the 
act. The act as it stands provides 
that liquor, in regard to’ which any 
such offence has “been committed, 
may upon the conviction of the party 
accused be confiscated. But it has 
been fqpnd fn practice that the pro- 
vision was defeated by reason of the 
Uquor between the laying of the 
charge and the obtaining of the con- 
viction. It {s proposed that there 
should be power to seize the liquor 
and hold it pending the determination 
of the charge.

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WINNIPEG, Aug. %—The Western 
Liberals are going into the coming 
campaign facing both ways “on the 
conscription issue. This is evident 
from the resolutions adopted by an 
overwhelming majority last night and 
by the refusal of the conrention to 
adopt an amendment offered by’ J. G. 
Turiff, M.P. for Assiniboia ,explicitly 
declaring that our. forces at the front 
should be kept unimpaired, “by com- 
pulsion if necessary.” 

The resolution aealing w:th the war 
policy of the western Liberals was 
farefully drafted and represented days 
of labor and nights devoid of ease. 
The committee of 100 was at work on 
it all day Tuesday and until 3 o'clock 
Wednesday mérning; “and” continued 
their labors until 8 o'clock’ last night. 
The resolution as unahimously adopt- 
ed by the committee was presented to

The flynamite was obviously handled 
by men not familiar with explosives, 
as it blew outward instead of inward, 
thus weakening the force of the ex- 
plosion.

IN HIS 104TH YEAR 





First Break in'a Remarkable Family, the Aged Widow and}: 


Five Sons and Five Daughters Being All Alive and

TORONTO, Aug. 11:—To have lived 
under six British sovereigns, George 
Ill., George IV, William IV., Vic- 
toria, Edward VII. and George v. was 
the boast of the late William Lloyd, 
whd at the age of 104 years, died last 
night at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. A. Larivey, 2122- Queen street 
east, Toronto.” , 

The deceased, who as a child re- 
membered Napoleon and the troublous 
days following the Battle of Waterloo, 
whose recollection of the events of the 
Indian Mutiny and the Crimean War 
was clear and who remembered Tor- 
onto's Union Station when s rough 
plank constituted its only approach, 
is survived ‘by his widow, 94 years of 
age, ten children, the eldest of whom 
is in his seventieth year, 42 grand- 
children and 33 great-grandchildren. 
many of whom are now serving their 
country at the front. 

The late Mr. Lioyd* wax born in 
Wales 'in 1813, two years before the 
memorable conflict: at | Waterloo. 
While s young man he came to Can- 
ada and for a time lived in what was 
then known ax the town of York. He 


saw the little town grow until in 1834 
it was incorporated a city, its popu- 
lation at that time being less than 
10,000/ Later on he went to Brace- 
bridge and there he engaged in the 
lumber business for more than a.quar- 
ter of a century. It was little more 
than a decado ago that he retired from 
active business life. For the past 
eight years he had been in failing 
health, but his faculties were practic- 
ally unimpaired until just a few weeks 
ago. Mr, Lloyd came of a family not- 
ed for its longevity. His father saw 
service in the Crimean War in. which 
his fect and legs were so badly frozen

Then, if” anyone 
imaginés, when he first engages in 
this inquiry, that be has simply to 
trace through a single thread, which 
has one end. in, the beginnings of 
things and the other’on his writing 
desk, he is doomed to - disappoint-, 
ment. There are other calendars, 
still in use to-day, and many otbera 
were at one time In use, and they all 
Ss histories. ° However, the Julian 








endar, to which Russia, by a spe- 
l edict; bas at last conformed, 
ter holding out succeasfully against 
{t for more than three hundred years, 
is now by far the most important of 
those at present in use, and the com- 
ing in of Russia places {t in the po- 
sition of a world calendar. 

Russia, in the change she has just 
made, has performed an act beside 
which the national writings off of an 
hour at the commencement of sum-|- 
mer time is indeed a smal! matter. 
She bas written off no less than thir- 














wel into line with the reat of the 
world, took a leap, from April 18 to 
May 1, Thus ia a long controversy 
now practically settled. It had its 
beginnings more than three hundred 
years ago, and it came about jn this 
way: .In carly times the Romans 
were wont to divide their year into 
ten months, but, later on, in‘ the 
days of the kings, they adopted the 
lunar year of 355 days, divided into 
twelve ‘months, with an occasional 
Interealary month to preserve the ad/ 
justment. in process of time, how. | 
ever, the priests who had charge of 
the matter, either through careless- 


























ness or ignorance, allowed confusion 
to creep Ip, and by the time of Jullus 
Cwsar the matter was crying out vo 
clferously for drastic adjustment. 
Jullus Cesar, accordingly, grappled 
with the question in B.C. 6. The 























every fourth year, one day was 
added, the length of the year’ being a 
assumed to be 365% days, As a} 
matter of fact, however, the year is 
less than 365% days, by eleven min- 
utes and forty-eight seconds, and this 
fact was the source of all the trouble 
which followed, for some sixteen 
hundred years. 

In those sixteen hundred years, the 
few minutes each year grew {nto 
days; and by 1582 the discrepancy 
between the official date and. the 
actual date amounted to ten days. 
This shifting of days had caused 
great disturbances by unfizing .the 
times of the celebration of Easter, 
and likewise of all ‘other movable 
feasts, and so, In the year already 
mentioned, Pope Gregory. XHII. de- 
cided that a reformation was-neces- 
sary. After carefully investigating 
the matter, with the help of the 
astronomer Clavius, he ordained that 
ten days should be deducted from 
the year 1582, and that, in the 
month of October in that year, tho 
calendar should jump from the “4th 
to the 15th. In order that this dis- 
placement sould not occur again, it 
was further ordained that every hun- 
dredth year should not be counted as 
leap year, excepting every fourth 
hundredth, beginning with 1600. In 
Spain, Portugal, part of Italy, France 
and the Roman Catholic Low Coun- 
tries, the change was made, although 
not in every case on the same date; 
but in the Protestant countries the 
Iunovation was strenuously resisted, 
and the Lutherans of Germany, Swit- 
zerland, and the Profestant Low 
Countries did not agree to the 
change until the year 1700. England 
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and,i¢ was not until 1751 that an Act 
was passed for oqualizing the style, 
in Great Britain and Ireland, with 
that used in other western countrics 
of Europe. By ‘that time the ten 
days of Gregory's time had grown to 
be eleven, and so, when the change 
was made, the 2nd of September, 
1761, became the 14th, and an in- 
cemsed populace paraded the streets 
of London, calling upon the authori- 
ties: “Give us back our eleven 
days!" Russia and Greece still held 
to the old style, the discrepancy, of 
course, accumulating all. the time. !

—any prohibition Province may pro 
hibit the entrance of any-newspaper. 
published outside its territory, whiel: 
containe liquor advertising. 

The new ‘temperance bill’? making 
these provision went through commit- 
tee and reccived its third reading in 
the: House ‘on Saturday. It contains 
a number of important changes to the 
“Doherty act’* of last session.“

It is about a week and a half since 
T have written you last. I suppose 
my former letter will explain. Ax you 
know we were all on pass and one doe: 
not hare much time for writing as he 
wants to make use of the time in 
Many ways, such an eating, sleeping 
sight-seeing and having a good time 
We left: our isolated camp for Lon- 
don and Editedrgh on‘a seven days 
leave. After a couple of hours run 
we were landed at London Bridg< 
station, only one of the many stations 
in London. Well, thin seemed like a 
new world in comparison to a quaran- 
tine camp. ‘We crossed London Bridge 
to Cannon. Street Hotel and after get- 
ting a room and unloading our ne- 
cessaries, we beat it to, sge Md Lon- 
‘ton. Well, I might say right here it 
ix some place, . Our first place of in- 
terest was St. Paul's Cathedral. Thir 
cathedral] is something beautiful... In 
it are buried our brave and noble men 
of ages past, as Nelson, Wellington, 
Drake, and many others. It takes 
some time to go through this building, 
examine and study every bit of in- 
terest there. 

After sleeping until ten-thirty the 
next morning (for it was great to get 
into a real soft bed for - while): we 
went to the Strand, Piccadilly, Lecies- 
ter Square. The Strand, you will 
know, is the main street of London, 
Piceadilly and Leceister Square are 
Places of interest, placed on each end 
of the Strand. I might say this is the 
busiest street I was ever on. The 
traffic is something great. I can't de, 
scribe it. The women are certainly 
doing their bit towards the cause. 
They are occupied as bus conductors, 
ambulance drivers,,tube conductors, 
ticket sellers and even in the Royal 
Flying Corps. There is another class 
tha€ is no good. It is a common thing 
to see women on the street. under the 
influence of liquor. 

The second morning in London was 
an interesting one, and I will never 
forget it. 

At about ten-thirty, having been up 
for only ten minutes and only partly 
dressed at that, we, that is, Clinton 
and myself, heard a noise similar to 
some one piling lumber, but laying 
the boards down awfully hard. The 
noise increased, got louder and louder 
until it shook the building. Harrison 
at this time was asleep, bug the next 
loud crash shook his bed out from the 
wall, and in he came, Clinton went 
to the window and noticed a bomt 
drop and called me. I-was there in 
time to see the last half of the results. 
While we were hero part of the win- 
dows were shaken from the roof. You

Canadian Attack on Lens

Canadian Headquarters in Francs, 
via London, August Sunday after- 
noon—Thé enemy has accepted de- 
feat, temporarily at least. Since the 
virtual destruction of the storming 
columns which sought to penetrate 
our new positions at dawn yesterday 
there have been no organized coun- 
ter-attacks.

Rogers has retired from the Govern- 
ment, and the Prime -Minister will 
make public in Parliament today the 
correspondence disclosing the reasons 
which actuated the Minister of Pub- 
lic Works and his own reply thereto.

More than 180,000 residents of 
Hamburg are now being fed in the 
municipal soup kitchens owing to the 
difficulty of obtaining food supplies 
for individual households, says a de- 
spatch- from Copenhagen. The num- 
ber has falien off somewhat now that 
fresh vegetables are obtainable, it 
having reached the maximum in 
April, May-and June, when between 
230,000 and 240,000 person visited

Aviator’s Death 
Was Accidental 


TORONTO, Aug. 23.—The investl- 
gation into the death of the Ameri- 
can aviator cadet, Stephen H. Dorr, 
who died as a result’of a collision be- 
tween his machine and that driven by 
Cadet: George Squires, another Am- 
erlean, on Friday last, was conclud- 
ed at the morgue last night. The 
jury, under Coroner Dr. W. L. Bond, 
found that Cadet Dorr cam@ to his 
death from suffocation from the 
flames of the burning plane; the col- 
lision was purely accidental, and no 
blame whatever was attached to Ca- 
det Squires. - 7 

Lieut. G. H. Armstrong, officers 
temporarily in command of Armour 
Heights Camp. to which camp Cadet 
Dorr was attached for training, stat- 
ed that the collision was an absolute 
case of bad luck. Both men had done 
seven or eight hours solo flying and 
were regarded as promising fiers. 
Dorr had started flying at 5.35 on Fri- 
day morning and Squires at 6.50. At 
the time of the accident both men 
wero fiying north, with Squire 

abovq Saifires, unaware of the 
close proximity of the other machine, 
it being obsecured by the body and 
wings of his own machine, started to 
plane down, and, in doing x0, develop- 
ed a greater speed than the other 
machine, which was flying on the lev- 
ol. ° The collision resulted. 
War Experienced Filer 

Cadet Squires- stated that he had 
made 12 or 14 flights alone. On the 
day of the accident he was flying at 
an altitude of 1,100 fect. In flying 
north _to the acrodrome ho started to 
come down to 500 fect, and in doing 
so crashed into the other plane. He 
was not sure what part of Dorr’s ma- 
chine was struck. His own was bad- 
ly damaged, and he was forced to land 
in the best way he could.

LONDON, Aug. as Reuters 
Ottawa ‘Agency).—The battle was 
simply ‘boiling yesterday afternoon. 
The Germans launched two counter- 
attacks north of the railway and t there 
was a continuous stream of men em- 
erging from cellars and out’ of the 
heart of the ruined- mounds where 
houses once stood. When the last of 
these had been fought.to a finish the 
Canadiahs counted over a hundred 
Prussian bodies on as many yards of 
front. 

It has been mainly-a soldiers’ bat- 
Ue for the simple fact that neither 
side could resort to methods of fright- 
fulness without equally endangering 
ita own people. Comparatively few 
prisoners were taken?

Aviator’s Death 
Was ‘Accidental 


TORONTO, Aug. 23.—Tho investl- 
gation into the death of the Ameri- 
can aviator cadet, Stephen H. Dorr, 
who died as a result of a collision be- 
tween his machine and that driven by 
Cadet George Squires, another Am: 
erican, on Friday last, was conclud- 
ed at the morgue last night. The 
jury, under Coroner Dr. W. L. Bond, 
found that Cadet Dorr came to his 
death from ‘suffocation from the 
flames of the buraing plane; the col- 
Nsion was purely accidéntal, and no 
blame whatever was attached to Ca- 
det Squires. 

Lieut. G. H. Armstrong, officers 
temporarily in command of Armour 
Heights Camp. to which camp Cadet 
Dorr was attached for training, stat- 
ed that the collision was an absolute 
case of bad luck. Both mon had done 
seven or eight hours solo fying and 
were regarded as promising filers. 
Dorr had started flying at 5.35 on Fri- 
day morning and Squires at 6.50. At 
the time of the accident both men 
were flying north, with © Squire 
aborq, Sqvfircs,. unaware - of the 
close proximity of tho other:machine, 
it being obsecured by the body and 
wings of his own machine, started to 
plane down, and, in doing so, develop- 
ed a greater speed than the other 
machine, which was flying on the lev- 
el. The collision ‘resulted. 

War Experienced Filer 

Cadet Squires. stated that he had 
made’ 12 or 14 fights alone. On the 
day of the accident ho was flying at 
in altitude of 1,100 fect. In flying 
north to the aerodrome ho started to 
come down to 500 fect, and in doing 
x0 crashed Into the other plane. He 
was not sure what part of Dorr’s ma- 
chine was struck. His own was bad- 
ly damaged, and ho was forced to and 
in the best way ho could. From his 
position it was impossible to see the 
plane below. 

H. S. Crisson, A. G. Turnbyif, W. 
A. Capworthy and R. H, Northcote, 
air mechanics, testified that both ma- 
chines were in perfect condition be- 
fore, making the filghts.

Discussing the: sittation on. the 
British front.in France and Belgium, 
General Matiriée ‘said: ‘‘We are still 
im the midst of a battle, Battles now- 
adays last two or three months in- 
etead of a day or two as in the old 
times. Trying to predict the result 
from the achievements thus far is like 
judging the battle of Waterloo from 
the situation that existed at 10 
o'clock in the morning. When we get 
to 4 o'clock in Flanders we can prob- 
ably say whether we are likely to ob- 
tain a decisive victory.” 

“MANY PRISONERS 

“In the past three days’ the Entente 
allies on the western front have taken 
25,000 prisoners, and since.

Sir Wilfrid Fails . 
To Select Board): 


OTTAWA, Aug. .25.—While the 
Governor-General has not yet assent- 
ed ta the Military Service bill and 
will probably follow precedent and 
wait until there aro a number = of 
measures before coming to the Senate 
to give official assent, yet the Gor, 
ernment is losing no time in making 
preparations for conscription, As a 
matter of fact the delay in giving as- 
sent is not actually resulting in any 
delay in enforcement. There is much 
‘preliminary work to be done and this 
is in progress at the present time. 
This will have to be done, anyway. 

It is understood that Judge Duff, 
of the Supreme Court, has consented 
to act as the Supreme Judge as pro- 
vided under the act. The work of 
locating the tribunals has also been 
nearly completed. There remain only 
a few Quebec ridings where no tri- 
bunals have yet been located. The 
number of tribunals will run over a 
thousand. 

The act provides for a Board of ae- 
lection ‘to be established by joint reso- 
{ution of the Senate, and Commons. 
This board. will name one member of 
each board of tribunals. ‘The other 
member will be named by the senior 
county court judge in each county. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier has been asked to 
name half the members of the Board 
of Selection. So far he has given no 
intimation as to his intentions on the 
subject. 

If he refuses the Government will 
name the full Board of  Sclection. 
The act also provides that the Govern- 
or-in-Council may draft~ regulations 
for the enforcement of the act. The 
drafting of the regulations is a big 
undertakipg.

He 
spread his tentacles over Ontario and the Western Provinces; and at 
first appeared to secure a verdict endorsing him and accepting his at- 
titude. But the revulsion of feeling has since been so extensive and 
profound that he is constrained at least to appear to be willing to meet 
Sir Robert Borden half way. So now he seeks to produce an imprés- 
sion that he is rising to a sende of his duty, and is very, much in har- 
mony with the universal win-thewar. sentiment. 


MORE “PUSSY-FOOTING.” 


But all the same, he will have nothing to do with conscription.’

If we are to depend on 
voluntary enlistment, with its constantly dwindliny results, when will 
those men be ready?

On the conwription ise, Sir Wilfrid maintains that he still ad- 
heres, ‘under all the cirenmstances-to his teferendum policy as being, 
the wisest course.’ If that is his ultimatum he may as well drop oud 
of Canadian politics until the end of the war. The Canadian people 
have determined not to leave the conscription question to the votes of 
the slackers, whom it would chiefly affect. Was it not under hia owp 
administration that the Militia Act wax passed which would take our 
Joung men in s comparatively rough and ready fashion and send them 
across the Atlantic, or wherever they might be needed? Selective con- 
scription is ‘much milder and more judicious than that. Why docs he 
strain at a gnat hen once willing to swallow a camel? Why, unles; 
his backers have discovered that selective conscription would pot only 
bark but bite!

ed, the sale and purchase of peas, 
beans, tomatoes, beets, celery, corn, 
spinach, rhubarb and pumpkins, pre 
served iu cans, glass jars or any otis 
er containers, commonly known as 
“canned vegetables’ ‘is prohibited. 

“The aboye regulations shall not 
apply: . 

“(a) When such vegetables are sold 
by the manufacturer to; the —whole- 
saler or jobber to the retailer; oretao 
saler, jobber or retailer; or by the 
‘wholesaler or jobber to the retailer; 
or. 

“(b) When euch vegetables are to 
be consumed in lumber campa, min- 
ing camps, construction camps, and 
diningears, provided that they wi!!
